3,000 Feared

LOS ANGELES (U P )-S tev e 
"Clem ” Grogan, 20, a member 
of Charles Manson "Fam ily ,” 
was fou nd gu ilty of m u rder 
du ring the weekend for the 
d e c a p i t a t i o n of Donald 
"Shorty ” Shea, whose body 
has not been fou nd. 
The sam e ju ry which re­ 
tu rned the first-degree m u r­ 
der v erdict Satu rday afternoon 
now will decide Grogan’s fate 
— life i n prison or the gas 
chamber. 
It 
was 
Grogan’s 
second 
trial for the Shea killing. The 
first ended in a m istrial be­ 
cau se the ju dge ru led a pro­ 
secu tor had asked a witness 
an "inflam m atory q u estion.” 
Grogan was accu sed of help­ 
ing Manson kill Shea becau se 
the cu lt leader feared Shea 
was going to help ev ict them 
from the Spahn Ranch, and 
becau se the family resented 
Shea’s m arriage to a black 
w o m a n . Prosecu tors con­ 
tended Shea’s body was bu ­ 
ried someplace on the ranch. 
Manson also is on trial for 
the slay ing of Shea and mu si­ 
cian Gary Hinman. That case 
has gone to the ju ry , which 
begins its 
second week of 
deliberations today . 
Prosecu tion witnesses testi­ 
fied Grogan adm itted killing 
Shea, 
say ing

"We certainly hav e had al­ 
legations 
from

play ers that they regard it as

m ent,” said Chairman John 
E. Moss, D-Calif., whose com­ 
m erce and finance su bcom­ 
m ittee has ju risdiction ov er 
consu mer produ ct safety leg­ 
islation. 
"I don’t at this moment say 
it is more or less dangerou s 
than grass tu rf,” said Moss. 
"All we are attem pting to do 
is gain a better u nderstanding 
of the hazards that might be 
inv olv ed.” 
Witnesses 
called 
inclu ded 
Edward Garv ey , director of 
the National Football Play ers 
Association; 
Gu s Hollomann 
of the New York Jets; tight 
end Jerry Smith of the Wash- 
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ington Redskins; Dr. Jam es 
Garrick, phy sician to the Uni­ 
v ersity of Washington team; 
and Dr. Donald Cooper, team 
phy sician for Oklahoma State 
Univ ersity . 
The su bcommittee has al­ 
ready req u ested reports on 
safety tests by three m anu ­ 
factu rers — Monsasto (Astro­ 
tu rf); 3M Company (Tartan 
Tu rf); and American Biltrite 
Ru bber Company (Poly tu rf). 
Moss said that if the su b­ 
committee 
determines 
the 
tu rf needs higher safety stan­ 
dards Congress cou ld direct 
ex isting federal agencies to 
promu lgate new ru les. 
The congressman said he 
was grav ely concerned by a 
stu dy Garrick made indicat­ 
ing sy nthetic tu rf may cau se 
u p to 50 per cent more in­ 
ju ries than do grass fields.

Q 
I have about 550 shares of Georgia-Pacific acquired as 
an employe. Now that I am 6*5, I am considering selling part 
to buy 8 per cent bonds. If the government regulates profits 1 
dwi’t think stocks will prosper. Would you advise? ~ W.B. 


A — According to the President’s announced intentions, cor­ 
porate profits will not be directly controlled under Phase 2. If, 
however, a company realizes a windfall profit from the wage- 
price freeze, the price commission could force a profit rollback. 
Profit control in the past has restricted stock prices. 
Your own financial requirements should determine your ac­ 
tion, if current income is paramount then partial sale is in 
order. By switching 400 Georgia-Pacific to lOM Goodrich 81/4S 
of 1994 and lOM Northern Natural Gas 8s of 1991, you would 
increase your annual income by $1,300. Both A-rated bonds sell 
at a small premium. 


Q — On April 26, 1971, we purchased 5 Columbia Gas Sys­ 
tems 7s of 1993 at 97. I'w'O months later we were quoted 83 on 
this bond. Why was there such a large drop in value and was 
the price we paid the prevailing price at that time? What is 
the outlook in view of the Nixon econmic policy? -- M.S. 


A — This particular Columbia Gas System Debenture is 
traded over the counter, where transactions are on a negotiated 
basis. Therefore prices paid often exceed prices quoted in 
daily bond lists. The high quote for the year on your A-rated 
issue is 94%, reached about the time of your purchase. Bond 
prices fluctuate, sometimes widely, in relation to interest 
rates, as interest rates move up, bond prices move down and 
vice versa. Interest costs peaked in June, coinciding with the 
low quote you received on your debenture. Trading in this 
bond has recently been in the low 90s, relfecting the drop in 
rates. 
.Although Nixon’s Phase 2 policies have not been spelled out 
in exact detail, restraints on interest will remain voluntary. 
Nonetheless, Treasury, federal and other official economic 
policies will be geared to keeping the lid on borrowing costs. 


Q — If I bought 100 shares of stock A at $40 and two years 
later it split 5-for-2, I would then hold 250 shares. If the mar­ 
ket value for stock A drops to $8 can I sell my original 100 
shares, and take the tax loss on my original total cost? This 
would leave me with 150 shares at no cost for a later capital 
gain. Would this be permitted by the Internal R evenue Serv­ 
ice? - I.G. 


A — No, since your original 100 shares no longer exist as an 
entity. If you think of the corporation as a pie, the concept 
becomes simple. Whether a pie is cut in four pieces or 10 
pieces, the pie remains the same size. On the original cutting 
you had two pieces to eat, now you have five, but no matter 
how you slice it you still have half the pie. 
Your original $4,000 total cost must be equally assigned to 
each of the 250 shares, giving you a per share cost of $16. Sale 
of 100 shares at $8 would mean a realized loss of $800 and a 
paper loss of $1,200 on the reamining 150 shares.

A — I purchased SMC Investment Corp. at 17>/2 late in 1968. 
It is now below 10. Should I buy more to average down, hold 
or sell? — L.G. 


A •— These over the counter shares, purchased at the initial 
offering, are trading at a substantial discount froin net asset 
value. However, since a large proportion of the company’s 
assets are in nonmarketable restricted securities, value assess­ 
ments are difficult to make. These restricted securities may be 
sold only through a private transaction or by filing a registration 
statement with the SEC for a public stock offering. 
SMC is a closed-end investment trust with heavy emphasis 
on venture capital investments. While SMC’s portfolio contains 
securities of some well-known corporations, a larger number 
of its investments are in relatively untested companies. Aver­ 
aging down would depend primarily on how much risk you can 
afford to take.

DEAR DR. LAMB - You 
wrote that menstruation is 
unusual at 57. I will soon be 
62 and I still menstruate, two 
to three times a year. It 
stopped for six years, now for 
four years I have menst­ 
ruated six days each time. 
Dear Reader — You are 
definitely unusual. I hope you 
have had a checkup by your 
doctor to be sure that it is 
menstruation. Your story is 
so unusual that I would like 
to repeat again, that any 
woman in middle life who has 
s t o p p e d menstruating and 
starts bleeding again should 
have an immediate exam­ 
ination by her doctor. Let 
your doctor decide if it is im­ 
portant or not after he has 
had a chance to examine you. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 
12 years old and have an un­ 
desirable habit of slumping. 
Is there anything I can do to 
break the habit besides wear­ 
ing braces? 
Dear Reader — Wanting to 
is half the battle. Braces 
usually are not helpful in cor­ 
recting posture unless there is 
a skeletal problem that needs 
correction. Muscles supported 
by a brace become weaker 
and less effective. One of the 
best aids to good posture is a 
good all-round exercise pro­ 
gram. If your muscles are 
strong enough, you will be 
less likely to slump. Much of 
the rest is habit. 
Start a regular set of exer­ 
cises to strengthen the mus­ 
cles between your shoulder 
blades and the muscles along 
your back. If you have a

—H.A.D., Chino 
l he Vietn amese go v ern m en t do es n o t fav o r an y large-scale 
child emigratio n , an d has m ade the ado p tio n p ro cedu re v ery 
difficu lt, time-co n su min g, an d co stly . There are ap p ro x imately 
2 5.000 children in o rp han ages in Vietn am bu t mo re than 50 p er 
cen t are n o t aban do n ed o r o rp han ed; they hav e been left in 
in stitu tio n al care tem p o rarily bv their families becau se o f dif­ 
ficu lt w ar co n ditio n s o r eco n o mic stress. 
It is far easier to ado p t a Ko rean child. Bu t ‘'far easier” is 
a relativ e term : it tak es lo n ger to ado p t a child than to p ro du ce 
o n e, an d the p ro cess o f giv in g birth is less ex p en siv e.

I am writing to y o u it? the ho pe y o u can help me reco v er 
ev en a part o f the mo ney I was charg ed fo r an em erg ency in 
June. 
I, to o , had g o tten so mething in my ey e in the late afterno o n 
and by 9 p.m. was in pain. I went to the Glendo ra Co mmunity 
Ho spital to see if so meo ne co uld help me. After waiting a v ery 
lo ng time I was to ld there was no thing they co uld do fo r me 
and that I wo uld hav e to see my o wn do cto r. 
I went to the o ffice and asked ho w much 1 o wed and was 
to ld my bill wo uld be $2 9 .0 5 . I was so sho cked I asked, “ What 
in heav en’s name fo r?” The y o ung lady at the desk said that I 
wo uldn’t hav e to pay if because the ho spital wo uld put it 
thro ug h Medicare. I tried to ex plain to her that I did no t hav e 
M edicare, but she insisted o n putting it thro ug h. I was in pain, 
so 1 said o .k. 
Can y o u im ag ine my surprise when my bill cam e? I had 
beer to ld it wo uld be $2 9 .0 5 but the bill was fo r $35 .0 5 . I wasn’t 
well at the time, so I didn’t send in the check fo r a few day s. 
Ano ther bill cam e addressed to my so n demanding im m ediate 
pay ment. 
I hav e paid this bill hut I, like many senio r citizens, feel 
w e’re being o v ercharg ed due to the fact that there is Medi­ 
care. I am sure it’s practices such as this that are causing the 
co ntinued rise in Medicare pay ments. 
I do n’t Kno w whether I’ll g et any o f my mo ney back. I just 
want to tell y o u abo ut this practice which I feel is an injustice 
to po o r peo ple and the g o v ernm ent.—S. M., La Verne. 


The ho sp ital adm in istrato r, Mrs. Hazel McKen n a, say s p er­ 
hap s y o u do n o t realize the co st rep resen ted in eq u ip men t, 
su p p lies, an d the p erso n n el n ecessary to o p erate an em ergen cy 
ro o m 24 ho u rs a day . 
She say s that y o u go t so methin g in y o u r ey e in the after­ 
n o o n , m ade n o attem p t to see a p hy sician , “ bu t waited u n til 9 
p .m. an d cam e to o u r em ergen cy ro o m fo r trea tm en t.” Actio n 
Lin e believ ed that was the p rim ary p u rp o se o f an em ergen cy 
ro o m, bu t Mrs. McKen n a feels it is bein g u sed m o re lik e 
a 
clin ic. 
The breakdo wn o f charg es are $6.0 5 fo r an ey e tray , $2 fo r 
m edicine, $1 2 to defray em erg ency ro o m ex penses, and $1 5 
phy sician’s fee, “ which I feel is no minal in this ca se,” say s 
Mrs. McKenna. 
The ho spital did bill y o ur Medicare acco unt, but since y o u 
hav e no t paid y o ur deductible amo unt fo r the y ear, this charg e 
w as applied by Medicare ag ainst it. In o ther wo rds, if y o u 
hav e need fo r further care during the balance o f this y ear, it’s 
po ssible that part o f the co st co uld be bo rne by Medicare 
insurance. 
The ho spital administrato r takes issue with y o ur co mplaint 
abo ut the leng th o f time y o u had to wait befo re treatment. 
“ Patients are taken acco rding to the urg ency and the need fo r 
im m ediate attentio n,” she say s, “ and we must care fo r the 
true em erg ency first. When patients wait until the phy sicians’ 
o ffices are clo sed and then use the em erg ency ro o m as a 
clinic, they must realize that there m ay be o ne o r sev eral 
patients in urg ent need o f care.” 
Mrs. S. M., when y o u said y o u “ to o ” had so mething in y o ur 
ey e, y o u were referring to a sim ilar incident with the Do cto rs’ 
Ho spital in La Puente, which we repo rted in this co lumn o n 
September 2 7. 
That ho spital’s fee was $2 5 , and when its administrato r re­ 
v iewed the matter, he ag reed to refund $1 0 . Ho wev er, Actio n 
Line readers sho uld be aware that it is no t at all unusual fo r a 
ho spital to charg e at least $1 0 fo r em erg ency ro o m fees and 
$1 5 fo r a do cto r's co nsultatio n.

EDITORIALS 
A Vibrant Era 
Dawns for U.N. 


A quarter o f a century in the making , the climac­ 
tic ev ents in the United Natio ns General Assembly 
are o f far g reater sig nificance as the curtain raiser 
o n a rev ised plo t and cast in wo rld po wer play than 
as the last act in the drama o f Chinese repre­ 
sentatio n. 
The China issue o v er these many y ears has been 
the sto ry o f the dev elo pment o r, allo wing fo r widely 
v ary ing po ints o f v iew, deterio ratio n o f the United 
Natio ns itself. 
When the o rg anizatio n sprang full blo wn fro m 
State Department creativ e thinking at the clo se o f 
Wo rld War II, it lo o ked g reat o n paper. But as blue­ 
printed, it was no t ev en an accurate reflectio n o f 
po wer relatio nships prev ailing at the time, let alo ne 
a structure that co uld acco mmo date and chang e 
with a chang ing wo rld. 
The basic flaw was also the basic premise — that 
fiv e ano inted “ g reat po wers” acco rded equal status 
and permanent seats in the Security Co uncil wo uld 
co ntinue wartime co o peratio n to make the new o r­ 
g anizatio n a fo rce fo r peace with real muscle. 
But fro m the start the United States was much 
mo re equal than the o thers co mbined and behav ed 
acco rding ly . The So v iet Unio n was effectiv e primar­ 
ily as a mischief maker, reflecting its then restrict­ 
ed ro le as a wo rld po wer. Britain and France were 
deco rativ e ballast, co ntributing little mo re than a 
sense o f histo ric co ntinuity as enfeebled relics o f the 
defunct prewar po wer sy stem. 
And China, which as a g reat po wer was larg ely 
an American inv entio n ev en when Chiang was still o n 
the mainland, was a strang e participant indeed in 
the co uncils o f wo rld leaders after the Natio nalists 
had fled to Taiwan. 
As it dev elo ped, the United Natio ns in its o wn 
rig ht was no t much o f a fo rce fo r any thing . This then 
seemed o f little co ncern, particularly in the State 
Department fo r which the United Natio ns was a 
co nv enient but no t essential v ehicle fo r American 
po licy . A few new states jo ined the o rig inal 5 1 each 
y ear, but membership remained manag eable. The 
larg est g ro ups were the Latin Americans, ex cept fo r 
o ccasio nal mav ericks, dependable fo llo wers o f the 
U.S. lead (mo st, as it turned o ut, to the v ery ’ end o n 
the China questio n), and Western Reserv e, o n the 
fro nt line o f So v iet po wer and all to o well aware o f 
the life-o r-death v enture o f its American alliance. 
This was the United Natio ns that thro ug ho ut the 
’5 0 s, at perennial American request, av o ided ev en 
discussio n o f Chinese representatio n. When the new 
triumphant reso lutio n to seat Peking first made it to 
a v o te in 1 9 61 , the United States had effectiv ely 
defused it with the “ impo rtant questio n” plo y , re­ 
quiring two -thirds appro v al. 
But times were chang ing and so was the United 
Natio ns. It ex perienced a membership ex plo sio n 
during the ’60 s, and o ld allies dev elo ped tendencies 
to ward independent po licies. And the United States, 
preo ccupied with its So utheast Asia and eco no mic 
pro blems, is no lo ng er all that far ahead o f the 
wo rld pack. 
All this was dramatically ev ident in the v o ting as 
the ro ll was called o f Burundi, 
Mauritius and 
Fiji — places no t many o f us had heard o f a few 
y ears back, let alo ne co nceiv ed o f as natio ns that 
determine wo rld po licy — and in the sense o f ela­ 
tio n ev ident in the Assembly as the tide went in­ 
creasing ly ag ainst the United States. 
The v o te was v ery definitely a U.S. setback, mo re 
In its landslide pro po rtio ns than in the o utco me it- 
seli. Sulk fo r awhile we may , but withdrawal o r 
sig nificant curtailment o f U.S. participatio n is no t 
g o ing to happen. 
The United Natio ns is no t g o ing to be a mo re 
co mfo rtable place with a still truculent Peking no w 
co unted in. But this is no t g o ing to make it less 
meaning ful. To the co ntrary . Stillbo rn as a fo rceful 
keeper o f the peace, the United Natio ns o v er the 
y ears has dev elo ped a sig nificance o f its o wn as a 
fo rce where at least the rig hts to be heard are 
equal. The debate may no w just be g etting inter­ 
esting .

Starting o n No v ember 1 0 , and co ntinuing to the 
end o f the y ear, the annual driv e spo nso red by the 
Natio nal Tuberculo sis and Respirato ry Disease As­ 
so ciatio n will be reminding us o f a human fact that 
g o es far bey o nd any bo undaries o f o rg anized reli­ 
g io n: the simple univ ersal call to do unto o thers as 
y o u wo uld hav e them do unto y o u. 
Christmas seals are much mo re than a deco ratio n 
fo r ho liday cards and packag es. They are a v ery 
human ex pressio n o f o ur instinctiv e lo v e o f o ur fel­ 
lo w man, o ur desire to help tho se who are in need, 
ev en if we do n’t hear them ask. 
There are many way s in which we can ex press 
that facet o f o ur humanity . This is a wo rthv o ne.

Tripo li.” 
Pr-o bably no t v ery many o f us kno w ex actly what 
that really means, but it is reco g nizable as a line 
fro m the U.S. Marine Co rps so ng .

Established 
in 1 7 7 5 by the Co ntinental Co ng ress, it has a lo ng , 
g lamo ro us and v ery no table histo ry .

Halloween 
trick-or-treating 
was m arred by several inci­ 
dents over the weekend in On­ 
tario, 
Claremont 
and 
Glen­ 
dora. Some communities re ­ 
ported the num ber of children» 
celebrating Saturday or Sun­ 
day 
appeared 
to 
be 
down 
from last year. 
Two cases were reported of 
dangerous “ tre a ts” being gi­ 
ven to children but one of them 
later was admitted to 
be a 
hoax. 
Erlene Hooks, 12, Ontario, 
discovered two pins inside a 
candy bar with almonds she 
had been given, police said. 
Mrs. Delores Park, Clare­ 
mont cut open an apple re­ 
ceived by her 10-year-old son, 
Greg, and found a double-elged 
razor blade inside, officers re­ 
ported. 
The Claremont boy was ta­ 
ken by police to the neighbor­ 
hood where he had been trick- 
or-treating but was unable to 
identify the house where he 
had received the apple. The 
boy said it had come from an 
elderly woman. 
And in Glendora, sheriff’s 
deputies said trick-or-treaters 
apparently set 
a 
cardboard 
fire which engulfed a porch 
and adjoining living room at 
the home of Joseph Dorham- 
mer, 1927 Duell St., causing 
an estim ated $700 damage. 
Ontario police said a girl 
reported finding pins inside a 


candy bar but later admitted 
it was a hoax. 
Authorities there said the 
Halloween

brought 
s e v e r a l complaints from

The Americal was not the 
first outfit to have a “ combat 
refusal”—-meaning one of its 
units refused oriers to go out 
on a combat mission—but it 
had its share of such refus­ 
als. 
The Americal was hit by 
one of the m ajor U.S. losses 
ol the war March 28. Guer­ 
rilla sappers slipped into Fire 
Base Mary Ann, 32 miles in­ 
land from the South China 
Sea. and killed or wounded 
half its defenders. 


An Army investigation still 
is underway to determine the 
blame for the 33 dead and 72 
wounded Americans. Officers 
and enlisted men at the hill-

before the attack. They also 
said the barbed wire perim e­ 
ter had gaping holes. 


A natural disaster—Typhoon 
Hester — probably did more 
m aterial dam age to the division 
than Communist troops. The 
120 mile per hour typhoon 
destroyed or dam aged 85 per 
cent of the base’s buildings on 
Oct. 23, little more than a 
week before the division stood 
down. 
To top off the Americal’s 
career in Vietnam, five of its 
soldiers were lost at sea and 
f o u r o t h e r s hospitalized 
Thursday after being caught 
in an undertow while playing 
lootball on the beach of the 
division’s 
headquarters 
at 
Chu Lai. 
Officers and enlisted men in 
other units often brushed off 
the Americal as the Vietnam 
version of the Keystone Cops. 
C r i t i c s , however, usually 
overlooked 
the 
tremendous 
task assigned to the Americal 
and the problems caused by 
its unwieldy size; it was the 
largest American division in 
Vietnam, with 23,000 men. 
The Americal through most 
of its days had the job of se­ 
curing 
two 
of 
the 
most 
troublesome 
provinces 
in 
Vietnam—Quang 
Tin 
and 
Quang 
Ngai. 
Although 
the 
guerrillas still are strong in 
the region, m ilitary activity 
has dropped sharply since the 
Americal arrived in 1967. The 
division’s base cam p at Chu 
Lai, which used to be shelled 
almost every day, hasn’t been 
hit by rockets or m ortars in 
four months.

Detectives on the Pad 
Payoffs to Police Told

For two weeks, a commis­ 
sion 
investigating 
the 
New 
York Police Department has 
heard testimony that every 
plainclothesman on the force 
is on the take, that narcotics 
detectives 
sell 
heroin 
they 
have seized and that the con- 
struct on industry pay off $75 
million a year to police and 
city agencies. 
A 11 h o u g h t Police Com­ 
missioner Patrick V. Murphy 
said only a few “ rotten ap­ 
ples’’ were involved, another 
high official said as the initial 
Knapp Commission hearings 
drew to a close last week that 
the public is demanding “ an 
entirely new barrel.” 
By 
comparison 
with 
the 
New York force, police units 
in other m ajor cities, which 
have not had open hearings, 
receive good m arks from city 
and police officials as well as 
from civil rights and civil li­ 
berties groups that often have 
been critical of the law en­ 
forcement agencies. 
Patrolm an William R. Phil­ 
lips, a Dlainclothesman who be­ 
cam e an undercover agent for 
the Knapp Commission after 
he was caught taking payoffs 
from a prostitution ring, testi- 
f i e d : 
‘‘I 
never 
knew 
a 
plainclothesman who was in 
two or three months (on a 
plainclothes assignment) who 
wasn’t on the pad (receiving 
pavoffs).” 
Phillips said 
he 
received 
$40 in graft income a month 
as a beat patrolm an and that 
income rose to 81.000 as a 
plainclothesman. Of 16 men 
assigned to one division, he 
said, 14 began taking graft on 
the first day and the other 
two followed about a week la­ 
ter. 
Phillips 
was 
asked 
how 
many plainclothes police were 
on the pad. “ To my know­ 
ledge, everyone,” he replied. 
Once a gam bler being sha­ 
ken dow-n complained to an 
Inspector 
who 
warned 
the 
plainclothesmen to stop daily 
collections. The inspector was 
ignored, Phillips testified. 
A 
suspended 
patrolman, 
Waverly Logan, told the com­ 
mission about police in H ar­ 
lem 
who 
accepted 
bribes 
from narcotics salesmen. He 
knew of “ only one or two” 
who “didn’t score.” 
Paul J. Curran, chairm an 
of the New York State Inves- 
t i g a t i o n Commission, said 
narcotics detectives in some 
instances sold heroin they had 
seized from pushers. Form er 
FBI agent Ralph Cipriano re­ 
ported that police sometimes 
gave seized narcotics to other 
pushers in exchange for sto­ 
len goods. 
A captain from the police 
departm ent's morals division 
said a detective told mobsters 
the identity of a federal infor­ 
m er who later was murdered, 
The detective received $5,000. 
A comission investigator, 
Albert Alessi, said 5 per cent 
or more of the $1.5 billion 
spent in New York each year 
on construction —about $75 
million —is used to pay off 
police 
and 
other 
officials. 
Alessi said that in an execu­ 
tive session of the commis­ 
sion a contractor testified no 
building goes up in the city 
without payoffs to police. 
The 
commission 
hearings 
also included testimony that 
m ajor 
midtown 
M anhattan 
hotels gave police free meals, 


drinks and hotel rooms. The 
witness, 
Army 
Col. 
Mark 
Hanson, 
a 
m ilitary 
intelli­ 
gence officer for 23 years, es­ 
tim ated gratuities to police by 
seven hotels at $60,000 a year. 
A 
subpoened 
memorandum 
alleged that the Statler Hilton 
also paid $335 to police in the 
area 
as 
“ Christmas 
gra­ 
tuities” ranging from $5 each 
for patrolmen to $50 for a 
precinct captaio. 
Late 
last 
week, 
Murphy 
sent 
police 
to businessmen 
with letters saying that po­ 
licemen are not to receive “ a 
tip, gratuity, or any other 
benefit.” 
Before the Knapp Commis­ 
sion’s public hearings, Mur­ 
phy made a shakeup in the 
top ranks of the departm ent 
in an effort to slow corruption 
and promote efficiency. 
In a speech last week, First 
Deputy 
Commissioner 
Wil­ 
liam H. T. Smith said the 
theory that only a few “ rotten 
apples” 
are 
responble 
for 
police 
corruption 
has 
not 
proved effective. “They (the 
public) are sick of ’bobbing 
for rotten apples’ in the po­ 
lice barrel. They want an en­ 
tirely new barrel that will ne- 
v e r a g a i n 
become con­ 
tam inated.” Smith said. 
The 
New 
York 
hearings 
were reported in newspapers 
in other m ajor cities, usually 
in inside pages, and parts 
were shown on network tele­ 
vision newscasts. Top police 
and city officials questioned 
by UPI newsmen did not re­ 
port any widespread corrup­ 
tion 
in 
their 
departm ents. 
And, with certain exceptions, 
civil liberties and civil rights 
spokesmen said that police­ 
men in their cities generally 
were honest. 
Both sides said their cities 
did 
not 
have 
New 
York’s 
crim e problem which they in­ 
dicated it might offer greater 
temptations to police. 
“ From time to time we un­ 
cover illegal actions, but it is 
the opinion of our investiga­ 
tive departm ent 
that 
it 
is 
very unlikely it’s widespread. 
I think the reason for this is 
w e 
don’t 
have 
organized 
crim e in Atlanta as we have 
it in other cities —we don’t 
have syndicate crim e,” said 
Atlanta Mayor Sam Massell. 
Paul Halvonik, an attorney 
for the American Civil Li­ 
berties Union (ACLU) in San 
Francisco, said that city has 
occasional incidents of cor­ 
ruption. “ But it’s nothing like 
New York. Everybody knows 
New York cops are bagmen 
and always have been,” he 
said, 
Although Halvonik and most 
other San Franciscans do not 
see their police as corrupt, il- 
lenpl gam bhne is widespread 
in Chinatown, bookies flourish 
all 
over 
town 
and 
B-girls 
operate openly in bars. 
“ 1 think we have a really 
c l e a n police departm ent,” 
said Capt. Hugh Elbert, who 
h e a d s 
t h e departm ent’s 
Bureau of Complaints, said. 
Even the practice of accept- 
Ine coffee and meals is de­ 
ciding, he said. 
Benson Wolan. head of the 
Ohio Division of the ACLU, 
said,

lumbus police force.” Harold 
Strickland, field director for 
the Ohio NAACP, agreed: “ In 
Columbus, they do have a 


very good police department,

Stokes of Cleveland, and ac­ 
ting Cleveland Safety Director 
Jam es T. Carney, said they 
thought Cleveland was free of 
corruption. A spokesman for 
the Cleveland ACLU chapter 
said, “ We have never had 
any evidence of it (corrup- 
tionL” Although Lewis Rob­ 
inson, director of a black self- 
help organization 
in 
Cleve­ 
land, said, “ I used to witness 
it,” he added any corruption 
in Cleveland now is on 
a 
small scale “ because there’s 
too much possibility of so­ 
mebody seeing you.” 
Last week, the Dallas police 
Internal Affairs Division re­ 
ported that a municipal court 
bailiff had been taking bribes 
to fix tickets or have fines re­ 
duced. Mavor Wes Wise com­ 
mented, “ You become com­ 
placent. You begin to rest on 
your laurels and say it can’t 
happen here and it does.” 
Police Sgt. Preston Parks, 
president of the Dallas Police 
Association, said, “ I know of 
no detective in this depart­ 
ment who is taking bribes. As 
a m atter of fact I don’t know 
of any policeman who says he 
knows of a detective being on 
the take.” 
P i t t s b u r g h is one city 
where an alleged police scan­ 
dal is being investigated. Al­ 
legheny County is preparing 
to sue about 35 policemen for 
$45,000 for allegedly receiving 
witness fees in court case 
but not apnearing on all the 
davs they were paid for. 
“ What we were involved in 
here was penny ante stuff, 
com pared to what the Knapp 
Commission seems to be rev­ 
ealing in New York,” County 
Solicitor Maurice Louik said. 
But he said it might be well

Knapp Commission. It’s very 
difficult to find out things 
from the records that were 
available to us.” 
In Detroit, an ACLU spo­ 
kesman said, “There is both 
public and private evidence 
that there is more corruption 
than has been dealt with up 
to now.” And Frank Ditto, an 
organizer of the East Side 
Voice of Independent Detroit 
(ESVIC), said, “ Any 10-year- 
old kid” knows about corrupt 
police behavior. 
But spokesmen for Mayor

convinced there is little cor­ 
ruption. Sixteen officers were 
indicted in May on gambling 
conspiracy charges by a fed­ 
eral grand jury. Since then 
Gribbs has praised his new 
police commissioner, John F. 
Nichols, as “ a bare-knuckled 
man, very tough and very 
hcnest.” 
The Los Angeles Police De­ 
partm ent is investigating the 
56-man detective unit in the 
Hollywood division.

Davis 
said it would be “ safe” to say 
more than one officer is un­ 
der scrutiny in what was cal­ 
led “ a m ajor investigation.”

in Chicago. “ The Chicago Po­ 
lice Departm ent should not be 
subjected to any needless em­ 
barrassm ent or any prejudg- 
ment of the quality of their 
police work,” he said. 


“We are mainly concerned 
with putting teeth in the In­ 
ternal Affairs Division here,” 
he said, a reference to the 
Chicago police unit that in­ 
vestigates police misconduct.

Boston’s only recent police 
scandal involved four off-duty 
policemen accused of beating 
up a Minneapolis couple in a 
hotel room last sum m er. But 
Charles V. “ Big Vinnie” Te­ 
resa, a 300-pound ex-mobster, 
told a U.S. Senate subcom­ 
mittee in July of alleged pay­ 
offs of $200 monthly to Boston 
policemen to protect gam bl­ 
ing operations.

Most police forces surveyed 
had their own unit, usually 
with the word “internal” in 
the title, to look after police 
misconduct. San Franciscojs 
Bureau of Complaints Is oije 
of the few in which investiga­ 
tions can be initiated only by 
outside complaints. 
Elsewhere the internal af­ 
fairs units have come undqr 
attack by outsiders. “ It’s ^1 
very well for the police to in­ 
vestigate themselves, but we 
feel the city attorney’s office 
or the district attorney should 
be in on it,” an ACLU spokes­ 
man in Los Angeles said.

Beating Critics to Punch 
Justice Dept. Bares Facts 
On High Court Nominees 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Justice Department disclosed 
Friday that Supreme Court 
nominee 
William H. 
Rehn- 
quist opposed integration of 
high schools and public accom­ 
modations in his home town. 
It also made 
documents 
available showing that the 
o t h e r nominee, Richmond, 
Va., lawyer Lewis P. Powell, 
wrote Attorney General John 
N. Mitcnell urging him to rev­ 
erse his ruling that Rich­ 
mond’s annexation of subur­ 
ban areas violated Negro vot­ 
ing rights. 
The disclosures were con­ 
tained in a batch of docu­ 
ments made public by the 
Justice Department, in what 
appeared to be an effort to 
bring out anything potentially 
damaging to the nominees be­ 
fore their critics could spring 
it as a surprise. 
The documents were made 
public as the Americans for 
Democratic Action (ADA) an­ 
nounced that it would oppose 
the nomination of Rehnquist, 
a former Phoenix, Ariz., at­ 
torney now serving as an as­ 
sistant attorney general. 
T he liberal organization 
said Rehnquist has “ neither 
the respect for minority aspi­ 
rations nor the devotion to the 
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Bill of Rights” that justices 
should have. 
Two letters that Rehnquist 
wrote to the Phoenix Repub­ 
lic in 1964 and 1967 opposing a 
city public accommodations 
ordinance and proposals for 
integrating 
the city’s 
high 
schools were among ihe docu­ 
ments made available to re­ 
porters. 
The Sept. 9, 1967, letter, ex­ 
pressing distress at a series 
or articles denying de facto 
s e g r e g a t i o n in Phoenix 
schools and proposing integra­ 
tion said “ the school’s job is 
to 
educate 
children. 
They 
should not be saddled with a 
t a s k 
of 
fostering 
social 
change 
which 
may 
lessen 
their ability to perform their 
primary job.” 
It also said many others 
. l uld feel that we are no 
more dedicated to an ‘into 
grated’ society than we are to 
a ‘segregated’ society; that 
we are instead dedicated to a 
free society, in which each 
man is equal before the law, 
but in which each man is ac­ 
corded a maximum amount 
of freedom of choice in his in­ 
dividual activities.’’

'Bomb1 
Judge's 
Destroys 
House 


K N O X V I L L E , 
Tenn. 
(UPI)— The 900-pound dum­ 
my bomb fell with a whistling 
roar that shattered the Sun­ 
day quiet of the Tennessee 
countryside. 
Five-thousand feet below, in 
h i s f a m i 1 y ’ s fashionable, 
two-story houre, A1 Parrott, 
16, was startled by a sound 
that he couldn’t comprehend. 
" I ’ve never heard anything 
that loud before," he said. 
Then there was a terrific 
crash. 
"I jumped up and tried to 
run out of the house, but I 
couldn’t because there was a 
big hole in the floor of the 
hall,” he said. 
Later 
the 
youth 
learned 
that 
his 
home 
accidentally 
had been dummy-bombed by 
a Navy jet on a routine train­ 
ing flight from (he Naval Air 
Station at M arietta, Ga. The 
pilot, 
reserve 
Navy 
Cmdr. 
Virgil Tedder of Atlanta, re­ 
ported 
the 
incident 
imme­ 
diately to the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration. 
Al’s father, Judge Jam es 
W. Parrott of the Tennessee 
State Court of Appeals, said 
his home was a "total loss.” 
He 
said 
the 
nonexplosive 
bomb hit the house "sideways 
and on a slant.” 
"The 
missile 
went 
right 
through the middle 
of 
the 


house and crashed 
through 
two floors and finally stopped 
when it hit a car in the drive- 
w a y 
near 
the 
swimming 
pool,” said the judge. 
Young Parrott said he was 
in his bedroom at the time 
and his 89-year-old grandmo­ 
ther was at the other end of 
the house. 
"I could hear my grandm o­ 
ther hollering and crying but 
I couldn’t see her because 
there was so much dust and 
plaster in there,” he said. 
"A fter I found out she was all 
right I ran and jumped into 
the car and drove to church 
where my father w as.” 
Judge Parrott was at the 
n e a r b y First Presbyterian 
Church of Strawberry Plains, 
about 12 miles east of Knox­ 
ville. 
"M y son was white when he 
cam e into the church to get 
me after the thing crashed,” 
he said. 
The Navy described the ob­ 
ject as "an inert training de­ 
vice,” containing no explo­ 
sives, designed to give the pi­ 
lot the feel of carrying a 
bomb. There was no imm e­ 
diate explanation of how the 
device was triggered from the 
single-seat A4L jet, but an in­ 
vestigation board 
was 
con­ 
vened.

Artificial Turf 
Hearings Open 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) —A 
House 
subcommittee 
today 
opened hearings 
into 
com­ 
plaints that professional and 
college football plays suffer 
more 
injuries 
on 
artificial 
turf than on gra s fields. 
An estim ated 113 synthetic 
football fields are in use at 
high 
schools, 
colleges 
and 
professional football stadium s 
across the nation, and an in­ 
creasing number of knee and 
ankle 
injuries 
have 
been 
blamcl on the artificial turf. 


"We certainly have had al­ 
legations 
from 
professional 
players that they regard it as 
an accident 
prone 
environ­ 
m ent,” said Chairman John 
E. Moss, D-Calif., whose com­ 
merce and finance subcom­ 
m ittee has jurisdiction over 
consumer product safety leg­ 
islation. 
"1 don’t at this moment say 
it is more or less dangerous 
than grass turf,” said Moss. 
"All we are attem pting to do 
is gain a better understanding 
of the hazards that might be 
involved.”

Edward Garvey, director of 
the National Football Players 
Association; 
Gus Hollomann 
of the New York Jets; tight 
end Jerry Smith of the Wash-

facturers — Monsasto (Astro­ 
turf); 3M Company (Tartan 
Turf); and American biliritc 
Rubber Company ( Polyturf). 
Moss said that if the sub­ 
com mittee 
determ ines 
the 
turf needs higher safety stan­ 
dards Congress could direct 
existing federal agencies to 
promulgate new rules. 
The congressman said he 
was gravely concerned by a 
study Garrick made indicat­ 
ing synthetic turf may cause 
up to 50 per cent more in­ 
juries than do grass fields. 
Moss estim ated that over 
one million athletes ”a t the 
high school, college and pro 
level may be exposed to addi- 
tiional risk of injury if the 
University of Washington stu­ 
dy is correct.”

Q. Can 
my 
landlord

to pay for utilities that used 
to be included in my monthly 
rate?

A. No. The total rent for 
your apartment 
cannot be 
greater in October than it 
was at the highest point dur­ 
ing the 30-day base period en­ 
ding Aug. 14, 1971. Charging 
for utilities, garbage service, 
garages, etc., formerly 
in­ 
cluded in the rent, would be 
an increase in rent. Similarly, 
cutting 
down 
on 
services, 
such as dispensing with a 
guard or watchman, or clos­ 
ing laundry facilities, would 
also be an increase. 
Q. How can I be sure that 
I’m not being charged more 
than I should be for food 
items? 


A. The Office of Emergency 
Preparedness has ruled that 
all retail merchants—including 
owners and operators of food 
stores—must have a list of 
ceiling prices available for 
public inspection on or before 
Nov. 1, 1971. The list, from 
which the seller is required to 
provide information, must be 
available at the place of sale. 
OEP has ruled that the ceil­ 
ing price list may be a single 
master list for the entire es­ 
tablishment or, alternatively,

for Barzel is not any easy 
one. 
Brandt took over in Octo­ 
ber 1969 from Kurt Georg 
Kissinger, a Christian Demo­ 
crat who had followed in the 
footsteps of Konrad Adenauer 
asd 
Ludwig 
Erhard. 
The 
C h r i s t i a n Democrats had 
ruled 
West 
Germany 
ever 
since establishment of 
the 
German Federal Republic in 
1949. 
In 1969 the 
issues 
were 
reasonably uncomplicated — 
“You never had it so good,” 
on the side of the Christian 
Democrats, and “it’s time for 
a change” on the side of the 
opposition. 
Brandt won and launched 
his “Ostpolitik”—his program 
calling for recognition of “re­ 
alities” and the building of 
bridges to the east. 
And it is against this pro­ 
gram through an appeal to 
German 
conservatives 
that 
Barzel must build his opposi­ 
tion. 
Two key planks 
already 
have emerged. One is his de­ 
mand that all Germans in 
both the eastern and western 
zones be given the right of 
self-determination. Another is 
his charge that Brandt is giv­ 
ing away too much to the 
Communists. 
Both have the sound of a 
return to the hard line pur­ 
sued by Adenauer and to a 
lesser degree by his succes­ 
sors. 
Presumably this would call 
i n t o question 
treaties by 
which Brandt has given tacit 
recognition to the Oder-Neisse 
boundary by which Poland 
took over former German ter­ 
ritories, 
including 
Barzel’s 
East Prussian birthplace, and

to Communist East Germany 
as a state within a German 
nation. 
Such a course, reintroduc­ 
ing the cold war, not only 
would draw opposition from 
the east but from the western 
nations as well, including the 
United states.

A second issue certain to in­ 
fluence the 1973 elections is 
the West German economy, 
and this for Barzel might 
prove to be the most fruitful. 
The last three years sug­ 
gest that the 
German eco­ 
nomic miracle may be level­ 
ing off. 
In 1969, the economic growth 
rate was eight per cent. In 
1970 it fell to five per cent 
and around four per cent has 
been predicted for 1971. The 
U.S. 10 per cent surcharge on 
imports could cut It even 
more. 
The Germans also have an 
Inflation problem and to those 
with memories of the 1920s 
and 1940s it Is a nightmare. 
The big German exporting 
c o m p a n i e s water at the 
mouth at the thought of huge 
untapped markets within the 
Communist zone of Europe. 
They support the Ostpolitik 
program and so apparently 
do most Germans. 
A disappointment in that 
department plus serious eco­ 
nomic slump could change 
the outlook both for Germany 
and for Brandt.

Dear K.D.: There are a 
number of different theories 
on husband and wife taking 
separate vacations.

It is often much better for 
both husband and wife to 
compromise or to simply do 
something that neither has 
ever done before. This may 
create a new interest for both 
that would give them unex­ 
pected pleasure. 
If it is simply a weekend 
vacation, that is a different 
matter. Sometimes, it can be 
valuable for both to go their 
separate ways over a two-day 
period if each wants to follow 
his own special interest for 
this period. 
Former marriage counselor 
and author of MORE JOY IN 
MARRIAGE, 
Dr. 
Herbert 
Otto, feels that separate vaca­ 
tions can actually be valuable 
in salvaging a marriage that 
has grown tired. He says, one 
or both marriage partners 
can benefit by taking brief or 
even extended vacations away 
from each other. 


The simplest way to experi­ 
ment is to try the very brief 
two-day 
vacation. 
Many 
couples, he says, have found 
it best to make a no-phone-call 
rule during such a weekend. 
The wife may go one time 
and 
the husband 
another. 
This can give each a rest, ex- 
pecially if there are children. 
It can also give the husband 
a very clear idea of some of 
the problems the wife may 
face if she stays home day af­ 
ter day. 
For the wife who worries 
about “ the other woman,” 
Dr. Otto says that, if the hus­ 
band really wanted to wan­ 
der, he would probably find 
or make opportunities other 
than on this particular wee­ 
kend. Dr. Otto has found that 
most couples find it most sat­ 
isfactory to vacation apart for 
half their vacation and to­ 
gether with their families for 
the other half, thus providing 
both with a time of privacy 
and a time of being together 
and sharing each other. 
The fact that your interests 
are different is not neces­ 
sarily a bad thing. If your in- 
t e r e s t s were exactly the 
same, each of you would have 
less opportunity for growth. 
Sometimes, after ten years of 
marriage, it is important to 
set about to deliberately try 
breaking some old habits. We 


are all creatures of habit and 
often we create our own jails 
by living within too rigid pat­ 
terns. 


We change our physical en- 
-vironment, we add new cur­ 
tains, a new chair or table, 
but we rarely devote enough 
time and energy to keeping 
the environment that feeds 
our relationship alive. 
We go the same dull places, 
do the same dull things with 
the same dull people week af­ 
ter week. 
Marriages 
become 
over­ 
stuffed with the predictable. 
Try, for a change, doing, 
thinking, going places that 
are new and different. Do not 


limit yourself by the things 
you’ve tested year after year. 
Add some surprises to your 
life and don’t be afraid of 
new 
experiences, 
including 
new hobbies and new inter­ 
ests. 
If you can do this, you may 
find that both you and your 
husband have become more 
flexible and that you have a 
wider range of mutual inter­ 
ests and a basis to begin 
communication on new topics. 
Personally, I would give 
this a try before you decide 
to separate for any extended 
period. If you break old pat­ 
terns, you may find a vaca­ 
tion together a whole new and 
unexpected pleasure.

Investing 
Phase 2 and the 
Profit Question

Q — I have about 550 shares of Georgia-Pacific acquired as 
an employe. Now that I am 65, I am considering selling part 
to buy 8 per cent bonds. If the government regulates profits I 
don’t think stocks will prosper. Would you advise? — W.B. 


A — According to the President’s announced intentions, cor­ 
porate profits will not be directly controlled under Phase 2. If, 
however, a company realizes a windfall profit from the wage- 
price freeze, the price commission could force a profit rollback. 
Profit control in the past has restricted stock prices. 
Your own financial requirements should determine your ac­ 
tion, if current income is paramount then partial sale is in 
order. By switching 400 Georgia-Pacific to 10M Goodrich 8»/4s 
of 1994 and 10M Northern Natural Gas 8s of 1991, you would 
increase your annual income by $1,300. Both A-rated bonds sell 
at a small premium. 


Q — On April 26, 1971, we purchased 5 Columbia Gas Sys­ 
tems 7s of 1993 at 97. Two months later we were quoted 83 on 
this bond. Why was there such a large drop in value and was 
the price we paid the prevailing price at that time? What is 
the outlook in view of the Nixon econmic policy? — M.S. 


A — This particular Columbia Gas System Debenture is 
traded over the counter, where transactions are on a negotiated 
basis. Therefore prices paid often exceed prices quoted in 
daily bond lists. The high quote for the year on your A-rated 
issue is 94%, reached about the time of your purchase. Bond 
prices fluctuate, sometimes widely, in relation to interest 
rates, as interest rates move up, bond prices move down and 
vice versa. Interest costs peaked in June, coinciding with the 
low quote you received on your debenture. Trading in this 
bond has recently been in the low 90s, relfecting the drop in 
rates. 
Although Nixon’s Phase 2 policies have not been spelled out 
in exact detail, restraints on interest will remain voluntary. 
Nonetheless, Treasury, federal and other official economic 
policies will be geared to keeping the lid on borrowing costs. 


Q — If I bought 100 shares of stock A at $40 and two years 
later it split 5-fcr-2, I would then hold 250 shares. If the mar­ 
ket value for stock A drops to $8 can I sell my original 100 
shares, and take the tax loss on my original total cost? This 
would leave me with 150 shares at no cost for a later capital 
gain. Would this be permitted by the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice? - I.G.

A — No, since your original 100 shares no longer exist as an 
entity. If you think of the corporation as a pie, the concept 
becomes simple. Whether a pie is cut in four pieces or 10 
pieces, the pie remains the same size. On the original cutting 
you had two pieces to eat, now you have five, but no matter 
how you slice it you still have half the pie. 
Your original $4,000 total cost must be equally assigned to 
each of the 250 shares, giving you a per share cost of $16. Sale 
of 100 shares at $8 would mean a realized loss of $800 and a 
paper loss of $1.200 on the reamining 150 shares. 


A — I purchased SMC Investment Corp. at 17% late in 1968. 
It is now below 10. Should I buy more to average down, hold 
or sell? — L.G. 


A — These over the counter shares, purchased at the initial 
offering, are trading at a substantial discount fruin net asset 
value. However, since a large proportion of the company’s 
assets are in nonmarketable restricted securities, value assess­ 
ments are difficult to make. These restricted securities may be 
sold only through a private transaction or by filing a registration 
statement with the SEC for a public stock offering. 
SMC is a closed-end investment trust with heavy emphasis 
on venture capital investments. While SMC’s portfolio contains 
securities of some well-known corporations, a larger number 
of its investments are in relatively untested companies. Aver­ 
aging down would depend primarily on how much risk you can 
at ford to take.

Handles Foreign Adoptions 


We are interested in adopting a little foreign child, Korean, 
Indonesian, or Vietnam ese. Since you have been able to help 
so many other people with their problems, we thought maybe 
you could tell us who to contact about this. —H.A.D., Chino 
Ihe Vietnamese governm ent does not favor any large-scale 
child emigration, and has m ade the adoption procedure very 
diificuit., time-consuming, and costly. There are approximately 
25.000 children in orphanages in Vietnam but more than 50 per 
cent are not abandoned or orphaned; they have been left in 
institutional care tem porarily bv their families because of dif­ 
ficult war conditions or economic stress. 
it is far easier to adopt a Korean child. But “ far easier” is 
a relative term : it takes longer to adopt a child than to produce 
one, and the process ot giving birth is less expensive. 
We’ve 
written 
to 
domestic 
and 
international 
adoption 
agencies in California, New York, and Geneva, Switzerland, 
and the most comprehensive advice comes from the Social 
Welfare D epartm ent, Room 6040, 107 South Broadway, Los 
Angeles. It is here that the necessary adoption proceedings 
must begin. 
‘Everything is taken care of from our office,” says the 
director, Mrs. Ovalie. “ We process the application, conduct a 
study of the prospective home, and arran ge for the child 
through the various international groups we are connected 
with.” Ihe fee is $5 for the application, $100 for the home 
study, $201' for a court report, and from $500 to $300 to com ­ 
plete the processing and bring the orphan here. 
Other costs m ay include staff transportation and living ex­ 
penses in making a social investigation of the child abroad, 
transportation and living expenses for child and escort on the 
journey, prelim inary medical and psychological examinations, 
cables ancl long-distance phone calls, documentation, tran s­ 
lation, and legal fees, passports, exit permits, visa fees, clothr 
ing, and som etimes foster care pending placement before de­ 
parture for the U.S. for the purpose of physical build-up, m e­ 
dical care, and observation. 
The procedure takes from one year to 18 months from the 
day of your original application. If you are requesting a very 
specific type of child you're likely to have a longer wait.

I am writing to you ir the hope you can help me recover 
even a part of Hie money 1 was charged for an em ergency in 
June. 
I, too, had gotten something in my eye in the late afternoon 
and by 9 p.m. was in pain. I went to the Glendora Community 
Hospital to see if someone could help me. After waiting a very 
long time 1 was told there was nothing they could do for me 
and that I would have to see my own doctor. 
I went to the office and asked how much 1 owed and was 
told my bill would be $29.05. I was so shocked I asked, ‘‘What 
in heaven’s name for?” The young lady at the desk said that I 
wouldn’t h a \e to pay it because the hospital would put it 
through Medicare. 1 tried to explain to her that I did not h a \e 
Medicare, but she insisted on putting it through. I was in pain, 
so 1 said o.k. 
Can you im agine my surprise when my bill cam e? I had 
been toid it would be $29.05 but the bill was for $.35.05. I wasn’t 
well at the time, so 1 didn’t send in the check for a few days. 
Another bill carue addressed to my son demanding im m ediate 
payment. 
1 have paid this bill but 1, like many senior citizens, feel 
w e’re being overcharged due to the fact that there is Medi­ 
care. I am sure it’s practices such as this that are causing the 
continued rise in Medicare payments. 
1 don’t Know whether I’ll get any of my money hack. I just 
want to tell you about this practice which 1 feel is an Injustice 
to poor people and the government.—S. M., La Verne. 


The hospital adm inistrator, Mrs. Hazel McKenna, says per­ 
haps you do not realize the cost represented in equipment, 
supplies, and the personnel necessary to operate an em ergency 
room 24 hours a day. 
She says that you got something in your eye in the after­ 
noon, made no attem pt to see a physician, “ but waited until 9 
p.m. and cam e to our em ergency room for treatm ent.” Action 
Line believed that was the prim ary purpose of an em ergency 
room, but Mrs. McKenna feels it is being used m ore like a 
clinic. 
The breakdown of charges are $6.05 for an eye tray, $2 for 
medicine, $12 to defray em ergency room expenses, and $15 
physician’s fee, “ which I feel is nominal in this case,” says 
Mrs. McKenna. 
The hospital did bill your Medicare account, but since you 
have not paid your deductible am ount for the year, this charge 
w as applied by Medicare against it. In other words, if you 
have need for further c a te during the balance of this year, it’s 
possible that p art of the cost could be borne by Medicare 
insurance. 
The hospital adm inistrator takes issue with your complaint 
about the length of time you had to wait before treatm ent. 
“ Patients are taken according to the urgency and the need for 
im m ediate attention," she says, “ and we must care for the 
true em ergency first. When patients wait until the physicians’ 
offices are closed and then use the em ergency room as a 
clinic, they m ust realize that there m ay be one or several 
patients in urgent need of ca re .” 
Mrs. S. M., when you said you “ too” had something in your 
eye, you were referring to a sim ilar incident with the Doctors’ 
Hospital in La Puente, which we reported in this column on 
Septem ber 27. 
That hospital’s fee was $25, and when its adm inistrator re­ 
viewed the m atter, he agreed to refund $10. However, Action 
Line readers should be aw are that it is not at all unusual for a 
hospital to charge at least $10 for em ergency room fees and 
$15 for a doctor's consultation.

A Vibrant Era 
Dawns for U.N. 


A quarter of a century in the making, the climac­ 
tic events in the United Nations General Assembly 
are of far greater significance as the curtain raiser 
on a revised plot and cast in world power play than 
as the last act in the dram a of Chinese repre­ 
sentation. 
The China issue over these many years has been 
the story of the development or, allowing for widely 
varying points of view, deterioration of the United 
Nations itself. 
When 1he organization sprang full blown from 
State Department creative thinking at 1he close of 
World War II. it looked great on paper. But as blue­ 
printed, it was not even an accurate reflection of 
power relationships prevailing at the time, let alone 
a structure that could accommodate and change 
with a changing world. 
The basic flaw was also the basic premise — that 
five anointed “great powers” accorded equal status 
and permanent seats in the Security Council would 
continue wartime cooperation to make the new or­ 
ganization a force for peace with real muscle. 
But from the start the United States was much 
more equal than the others combined and behaved 
accordingly. The Soviet Union was effective prim ar­ 
ily as a mischief maker, reflecting its then restrict­ 
ed role as a world power. Britain and France were 
decorative ballast, contributing little more than a 
sense of historic continuity as enieebled relics of the 
defunct prewar power system. 
And China, which as a great power was largely 
an American invention even when Chiang was still on 
the mainland, was a strange participant indeed in 
the councils of world leaders after the Nationalists 
had fled to Taiwan. 
As it developed, the United Nations in its own 
right was not much of a force for anything. This then 
seemed of little concern, particularly in the State 
Department for which the United Nations was a 
convenient but not essential vehicle for American 
policy. A few new states joined the original 51 each 
year, but membership remained manageable. The 
largest groups were the Latin Americans, except for 
occasional mavericks, dependable followers of the 
U.S. lead (most, as it turned out, to the very end on 
the China question), and Western Reserve, on the 
front line of Soviet power and all too well aware of 
the life-or-death venture of its American alliance. 
This was the United Nations that throughout the 
’50s, at perennial American request, avoided even 
discussion of Chinese representation. When the new 
triumphant resolution to seat Peking first made it to 
a vote in 1961, the United States had effectively 
defused it with the “ important question" ploy, re­ 
quiring two-thirds approval. 
But times were changing and so was the United 
Nations. It experienced a membership explosion 
during the ’60s, and old allies developed tendencies 
toward independent policies. And the United States, 
preoccupied with its Southeast Asia and economic 
problems, is no longer all that far ahead of the 
world pack. 
All this was dramatically evident in the voting as 
the roll was called of Burundi, 
Mauritius and 
Fiji — places not many of us had heard of a few 
years back, let alone conceived of as nations that 
determine world policy — and in the sense of ela­ 
tion evident in the Assembly as the tide went in­ 
creasingly against the United States. 
The vote was very definitely a U.S. setback, more 
in its landslide proportions than in the outcome it­ 
self. Sulk for awhile we may, but withdrawal or 
significant curtailment of U.S. participation is not 
going to happen. 
The United Nations is not going to be a more 
comfortable place with a still truculent Peking now 
counted in. But this is not going to make it less 
meaningful. To the contrary. Stillborn as a forceful 
keeper of the peace, the' United Nations over the 
years has developed a significance of its own as a 
force whore at least the rights to be heard are 
equal. The debate may now just be getting inter­ 
esting.

Ex-Speaker Still Being Hounded 


WASHINGTON - Despite 
pious protestations to the con- 
t r a r y , the Nixon Admin­ 
istration has been hounding 
the 80-year-old former Spea­ 
ker, John McCormack, who 
retired from public life last 
January with a presidential 
plaque. 


President Nixon proclaimed 
his 
“ great 
adm iration 
and 
respect” for McCormack, and 
White House press secretary 
Ron Ziegler solemnly denied 
that the Administration was 
investigating 
McCormack’s 
activities. Yet on Sept. 13, 
two U.S. Attorneys, Richard 
Ven-Veniste 
and 
W. 
Cullen 
MacDonald, paid a quiet call 
on the old man and grilled 
him 
about a hardship 
dis­ 
charge he had sought for a 
Navy enlisted man. 


The two investigators final­ 
ly agreed not to bait 
the 
grieving McCormack in his 
hospital room 
where he is 
keeping a lonely vigil at the 
bedside of his beloved wife 
Harriet. During more than 50 
years of m arriage, he has ne­ 
ver spent a night apart from 
her. Now he has moved into 
Washington’s Providence Hos­ 
pital where he sits day after 
day beside the life-long com­ 
panion who, sadly, seldom re­ 
cognizes him. 


McCormack balked at an­ 
swering the gumshoes’ ques­ 
tions at the hospital for fear 
it might upset his wife. So a r­ 
rangem ents for the interview 
were made at the Washington 
law 
office 
of 
his 
nephew, 
Edward McCormack. 


The former Speaker’s an­ 
swers will be presented to a 
federal grand jury in Miai” 1. 
His form er aide, Doctor ’.lar- 
t i n 
Sweig, 
will 
a'^o 
be 
brought to Miami Tom the 
federal penitentiar, in I.ewis- 
burg, 
Pa., 
for 
questioning 
Tuesday. 


We expose*, how Sweig, us­ 
ing McCorr lack’s name and 


s o m e t i m e s imitating his 
voice, fixed federal cases for 
a five percenter named Nath­ 
an Voloshen. Sweig is now 
serving a 30-month sentence 
for perjury. 
We emphasized, 
however, 
that our investigation showed 
no skulduggery by the former 
Speaker. He did government 
favors for his friends and con­ 
stituents in the tradition of 
South Boston’s “ Last H urrah” 
politics. But we could find no 
evidence that he ever took a 
penny for these favors. On 
the 
contrary, 
he 
carefully 
segregated his personal and 
congressional 
a c c o u n t s , 
scrupulously paying all per­ 
sonal postage, telephone calls 
and other hills out of his own 
pocket. He routinely turned 
down campaign contributions, 
since he had almost no cam ­ 
paign expenses. 
Investigation Denied 


We reported that the Nixon 
Administration, 
nevertheless, 
was conducting a crim inal in­ 
vestigation of McCormack at 
the sam e time that President 
Nixon honored him at a White 
House 
luncheon. 
Our 
story 
brought an angry denial from 
Press Secretary Ron Ziegler, 
who called in reporters to tell 
them: 
“ I very seldom do this, but 
I want to give you this bit of 
information that appeared in 
a column by Jack Anderson 
. . . I would like to volunteer 
and state quite categorically 
that any allegations that the 
Nixon A dm inistrate. ,.ied in 
any way to p: ck or to pin cri­ 
minal 
v narges 
on 
Speaker 
M' Cormack, as the column 
suggests, is totally and abso­ 
lutely false and without any 
foundation whatsoever.” 
Yet even as Ziegler was is­ 
suing his categorical denial, a 
federal grand jury in New 
York City was trying to pin 
crim inal charges upon the re- 
t i r i n g Speaker. Three of 
McCormack’s closest friends, 


who had been invited to the 
White House luncheon in his 
honor, were subpoenaed be­ 
fore the grand jury just a few 
days after listening to the 
President praise McCormack 
and 
present 
him 
with 
a 
plaque. 
The three were Rubin Ep­ 
stein, president of Boston’s 
City Bank and Trust: George 
Feldman, form er am bassador 
to M alta and Luxembourg; 
and 
Peter 
Cloherty, 
con­ 
sultant for a Boston engineer­ 
ing firm . They were asked 
whether they had ever given 
McCormack any paym ents or 
gifts in return for government 
favors. 
Records Subpoenaed 


The grand jury also subpoe­ 
naed McCormack’s financial 
records from the Boston City 
Bank and demanded all the 
Cloherty firm ’s records relat­ 
ing to federal contracts. The 
testimony completely exone­ 
rated McCormack, and 
the 
bank records showed he had 
only a modest savings ac­ 
count. The old m an’s total net 
worth, an accumulation of a 
l i f e t i m e , was estim ated 
around $100,000. 
A few days ago, the Justice 
D epartm ent’s 
Richard 
Ben- 
Veniste turned up in Boston 
where he is still prying into 
McCormack’s 
affairs. 
He 
went through the Speaker’s 
private 
papers 
which 
are 
stored at Boston University. 
McCormack had willingly gi­ 
ven him permission to exam ­ 
ine 
The U.S. Attorney 
made off with a file dealing 
with a hardship discharge for 
H. A. Keller, Jr., son of a 
M i a m i 
industrialist. 
The 
young man had sought to get 
out of the Navy in 1959 be­ 
cause 
of 
his 
wife’s 
poor 
health. 
The Justice 
Departm ent’s 
gumshoes also questioned Mc­ 
Cormack about his relation­ 
ship with Michael Silbert of 


What were the influences 
behind the voting by many 
m em bers of the U.N. to expel 
T a i w a n ? 
Lots 
of 
these 
countries are friends of the 
United States. What possible 
advantage could nine mem­ 
bers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, for ex­ 
ample, hope to gain by ignor­ 
ing the help given them by 
the United States and voting 
against the wishes 
of 
the 
m ain benefactor and defender 
of the alliance? 
There is a m ystery as to 
why nations which normally 
would stand by this country 
chose instead to oppose its 
pleas for the retention of Tai­ 
wan in the General Assembly. 
The argum ent m ay have been 
made that Red China would 
not join while Taiwan was a 
m em ber and that it was im­ 
portant to get Peking into the 
United 
Nations. 
But 
there 
were other ways to accompl­ 
ish that objective. 


Forgot Friendship 
Obviously, 
the 
ouster 
of 
Taiwan was a gam e of polit­ 
ics. Some of the countries 
sought to favor the commu­ 
nist side and wanted to culti­ 
vate a new relationship. At 
the sam e time, however, they 
forgot th at they m ight be los­ 
ing the valuable friendship of 
the 
United 
States. 
For 
a 
strong prejudice against the 
United 
Nations 
and 
those 
mem bers who voted to expel 
Taiwan has been generated in 
the 
minds 
of 
millions 
of 
Americans. 
R o n a l d Ziegler, 
White 
House press secretary, sug­ 
gested that, as a result of 
what happened at the General 
Assembly, the United States 
m ay be forced to curtail its 
spending for the U.N. and for 
foreign aid. Speaking for the 
President, he said that the 
action could “very seriously 
im pair support in this country 
and Congress for the U.N.” 
He stressed that the admin­ 
istration fears that the behav­ 
ior of delegates of countries 
where the United States “ has 
b e e n 
very 
generous” 
in 
foreign assistance “could also 
be translated into a deteriora­ 
tion of the support.” 


A sim ilar warning was is­ 
sued by Senator Hugh Scott, 
Republican leader. 
He said 
that there is “ a strong senti­ 
ment in Congress that almost 
any motion to cut down funds 
for the U.N. is desirable and 
will be approved.” He declar­ 
ed that even relief funds for 
the starving in countries like 
Pakistan now are “ in jeopar- 


dy” 
and 
that 
the 
entire 
foreign-aid program is facing 
a hostile congress. 
The basic reason for this 
reaction, of course, 
is the 
sam e as if an innocent person 
had been sentenced to death 
without being convicted of a 
crim e. Taiwan has done noth­ 
ing wrong. It helped to found 
the United Nations 25 years 
ago and has fulfilled its obli­ 
gations under the charter.. Its 
government has beern recog­ 
nized by all the nations that 
voted for its expulsion, and 
nearly every one of them has 
diplomatic representatives at 
Taipei, the capital of Taiwan. 
Under such conditions, - how 
could so m any nations sud­ 
denly go along with the com­ 
munist view and against a 
country with which they have 
had friendly relations? 
Many persons probably do 
not realize that the United 
States has m ilitary bases on 
Taiwan. A treaty exists which 
requires America to protect 
Taiwan if attacked. In the 
face of this close relationship, 
there is a natural worry when 
the U.N. expels Taiwan, thus 
virtually acknowledging Pek­ 
ing’s claim that the island is 
a province of mainland China. 
This, in effect, invites com­ 
munist China to take the posi­ 
tion that it can a t any tim e 
recapture Taiwan—by force, 
if necessary—with the acques- 
cence of the m ajority of the 
countries of the world. 
This has not been true when 
colonies have sought to be- 
c o m e 
independent. 
The 
sym pathy has usually been 
given 
to 
the 
nations 
that 
have achieved independence, 
and a means of protection has 
been found to assure them a 
chance to function without in­ 
terference by their form er ru­ 
lers. 
Chiang Speaks 
President Chiang Kai-Shek 
of Taiwan has said that his 
country' will continue to be 
guided by the “ purposes and 
principles of the United Na­ 
tions charter in 
the Inter­ 
national com munity,” and de­ 
clared regretfully 
that 
the 
U.N. has “ degraded itself and 
become a den of iniquity.” He 
added: 
“ The international situation 
now confronting us is marked 
by danger and pitfalls.” 
-• 
The far east certainly will 
be a m atter of concern now, 
though Japan, which strongly 
supported the United States in 
seeking to retain m embership 
in the U.N. for Taiwan*, can 
be counted on to continue to 
ally Itself with this country.

Bailin has pointed out that 
70 per cent of the freeway 
land has been acquired al­ 
ready in Claremont. 
The Foothill Freeway Asso­ 
ciation has said the freeway 
would provide “safer, more

what Pitt started. 
“ Jim 
Pittman 
meant

great deal to me in my life. 
He was a great person, and I 
don’t know of a person with

friends ... as Pitt had. 


“ Last year when he told me 
at Tulane that he had taken 
the head coaching job at 
TCU, I went home and pack­ 
ed my bags.’’ 
The loss of Pittman was 
felt throughout the coaching 
profession, but it was particu­ 
larly felt in Austin, 
Tex., 
where 
Pittman 
served 
as 
Royal’s assistant. 
“ Jim and I coached togeth­ 
er two years at Mississippi
